A Remarkaule Spriso— Silver 
Spring, Florida, is one of the greatest cu- 
riosities in the South. It bursts forth 
in tho midst of the most fertile portion 
of the State. It bubbles up in a basin 
near one hundred feet deep, and about 
an acre in extent, bending from it a deep 
stream from sixty to ouc hundred feet 
wide, end extending six or eight miles to 
the Ocklawaha river. In the spring it- 
self fifty boats may lie at anchor — quite 
a fleet. The spring thus forms a natural 
iulaud port, to which three steamers now 
run regularly from St. Johns, making 
close connections with the ocean steam- 
ers at Palatka. The clearness of the 
water is truly wonderful. It seems even 
more transparent than air. You see the 
bottom of the spring eighty feet below 
your boat, the exact form of the smallest 
pebble, the outline aud color of the leaf 
that has sunk and all the prismatic colors 
of the rainbow are reflected. Large fish 
swim in it, every scale visible and every 
movement distinctly seen. If you go to 
the spring in a boat you see the fissures 
in the rock3 ; fiom which the river pours 
upward like au inverted cataract. 



his partner which were prepared in the 
house aud brought to his bed-room ready 
made. He drank the first one and it 
appeared to be all right, nothing unusual 
being detected in the state. When the 
next was brought iu Mrs. Van Ness, who 
was in attendance on her sick husband, 
while pouring the fluid from one glass to 
another, by some inexplicable impulse 
was prompted to taste it and she imme- 
diately discovered that something wxs 
wrong. She poured out the milk and 
in the bottom of the glass there was a 
white substance resembling cream of far- 
tar. It is said that a lady who was in 
the room put this glass in her pocket, 
and a subsequent examination by Pro- 
fessor Aiken showed the white substance 
to be tartar emetic. This occurred on 
Wednesday afternoon, June 28, an hour 
or so before General Ketcham's death, 
and confirmed the suspicion to which the 
symptoms of the dying man had already 
given rise. 

General Ketcham's body was taken to 
Washington by his friends, and there in- 
terred. 

Mrs. Wharton was arrested on Mon- 
day evening, but who made the affidavit 
of information is nut known ouUidc of 
official circles. 

It is safd that Mrs. Wharton was in- 
debted to General Ketcham for money 
borrowed, nnd that ho held her note for 
S2,60U; and there are persons who dis- 
cover in this fact (if it be a fact) the in- 
ducement to the alleged crime; but un- 
less accompanied with explanatory cir- 
ennretattoea, the theory appears to be 
worthier, tor the reason that, to take 
aw.iy the life of the creditor would not 
net charily destroy tho evidence of in- 
debtedness, or relieve the debtor from 
its payment. It is rumored that Mrs. 
Wharton went to Washington, after Gen- 
eral Ketcham's death, and made a claim 
of four thousand dollars against his es- 
tate. General Ketcham was a widower, 
aud leaves two or three children. 

About four years since Colonel Ed 
ward Wharton, U. S. A., a cousin of Ma- 
jor H. W. Wharton, (Mrs. Wharton's 
husband), accompanied by his daughter, 
a young lady of eighteen yesrs of age, 
paid a vUit to Major Wharton's house in 
Baltimore, and while there was taken 
suddenly ill and died; in a few days his 
daughter followed him to the grave. 

Not long after this Major Wharton 
himself was taken with the typhoid fever. 
He passed the crisis, and was supposed 
to be convalescent, when a sudden vomit- 
ing set in and he died in a few hours. 
He had eaten oysters, and his physicians 
thoug ht it possible that the unfavorable 
symptoms were occasioned thereby. 

About a year since Major II. W. 
Wharton, jr., Mrs. Wharton's son, who 
had resigned from the army, and come 
to his mother's bonse to make prepara- 
tions for a trip to California, died very 
suddenly. His We was insured for

For this 
purpose be mounted a pedest il prepared 
tor tho purpose, anr 1 - was soon invested 
with the robes of office. It some- 
what inconvenient to sit oelio fiL broil- 
ing sun and receive the pctiuons of his 
worshippers all day long; but he did 
do it. 

But when night closed in 1.: v- - ::n n - 
what surprised to learn that it was tho 
custom of Voudois to sacrifice their idols. 
This was the least bit alarming. Ou one 
side of him Maria Leone ins preparing 
the sacrificial robe, while on WiS other 
Dr. Antoine was wlaetting tho knife tbat 
was designed to kill him. Matters look- 
ed serious. The citizen looked around 
to appeal for help. Evcrywl^je he met 
the upturned faces of tho \ uddois. It 
was more than he could endure, and with 
a yell of affright and a wild jump for 
liberty, he cleared the circle si a bound 
and made for the woods, the whole yel- 
ling pack at his heels. But terror lent 
him ficetness, and diverging toward thu 
city, be soon found himself rapidly trav- 
ersing Elysian Fields street, in the di- 
rection of Washington square. Hero ho 
encountered a policeman who took hint 
in. Arraigned before Jutice Leclcrc, 1. 
attempted an explanation of his uuhap- 
py condition ; but his terror was bo re- 
cent and his ideas so confused, that ho 
could say nothing intelligibly. Under 
these circumstances he was very proper- 
ly scut to the asylum as insane."
